OuiOAOO, May 11, 18U8.

The Conference assembled at the usual hour. The
order of business, the presentation or memorials ana
petitions, was taken up. Dr, McCllntock, of New
York, presented p memorial for the union of the
Methodist Episcopal Church with the Protestant
Episcopal C hutch, signed by ministers of the
latter denomination, which was referred.
Kev. A. Wheeler, of North Ohio, presented numerouspetitions for a lay delegation. As the roil was

called nearly every delegate presented petitions,
more or less numerously signed, In favor of the
same.
At ten o'clock the special order was taken op, being

the reception of delegates of the Me'tiiouist Episcopal
church in Canada. The Secretary read the credentialsof the delegation and afterwards the address of
the body which they represented.
Kev. Sir. Pcrrett.of the delegates, was thon introducedto the Conference and presented an address

giving an Interesting sketch of the origin, progress
and prospects of Methodism iu Canada.
At eleven oYlock the Conference resumed the

consideration of the question of the admission
of Southern delegates. Kev. Dr. Poote said
that, being chairman of the special committee,he desired to harmonize the views of
the committee, to constitute the Conference
tie facto, and thus admit them to the right of representation;that the Annual Conference has the right
of representation, of which they oannot be deprived
by this body; but In the opinion of the speaker these
Southern conlereucos were not annual conferences
according to the original law of the Church. He referredto the action of the last General Conference,
and endeavored to show tliat the enabling act under
which these bodies were organized did not contemplatetheir formation wiiUout certain disabilities.He contended that although the GeneralConference could not deprive the existing
aunual conference of the right of representation, it
it could deny that right to the oouferenoes to be organized.He said that the claimants at the door of
this l»ody were not delegates, but that In the act under
which Southern conferences were organized there
was nothing to prevent them from electing delegates
and sending them here, and that the General Conferencehas power to erect them Into annual conferencesanil almit their delegates to seats.

Kev. Dr. Harris offered the following:.

Diemberablp in thin General Conference, and entitled to exorcisethe tame right* as delegates from other annual oopfsrences,provided always that they shall be found otherwise
qualified according to the law of the (Thurch.
Resolved. That a oommlUee of seven be appointed, to whloh

shall be referred the credentials of said provisional delegates,
together with so much of the Journals or said conferences as
relates to their election, and that the committee report at the
earliest practicable moment.
Mr. Jesse T. Peck, L>. D., obtained the floor and

spoke fifteen minutes in favor of the admission of
the claimants.

Dr. Henry Slicer next addressed the conference
and vindicated hia section from the ohjrge that
Liberia was made a mission conference without representationthrough the influence of the Houth, and
then proceeded to show that according to hia view
of the law In the case It would be Impossible to admitSouthern representatives.
Rev. Dr. McClintock, of New York, replied to Dr.

Foster. At the close of bta speech,
